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Hungarian Lutheran Officials Displaced 


(Geneva) - According tc informatien reccived in Geneva on Decemocr 1'/, top luther- 
an officiatrs elected by the church's synods in Hungary have been displaced by 
government appcinted successcrs. The information was contained in en Advent cdi-~ 
torial in the December 15 issuc of "Evangelikus Ekét", Lutheran Church newspaper. 


According to the newspaper, Dishcp Lajos Veto is returning as bishop of the 
Northern District and as the presiding bishop of the church. Bishop Veto, who 
had held the post since 1950, reusigned during the reveluticn last October, Ac- 
cording to the paper, "Lajos Veto is taking his place, which hc, like some of his 
colleagues, had been forced tc leave because of threats with weapons." He replaces 
Bishop Zoltan Turoczy, who was elected in January, 1957, by the congregations and 
installed in February at ceremonics attended by Mr. Janos Horvath, president of the 
State Office of Church Affairs. 


Also returned is General Inspector Erno Mihalyfi, who is referred to in the 
article as the "legally elected inspector." lr. Mihalyfi fled to Sustria during 
he revelution and later returmmcd tc Hungary. The fcrmer general secretary of the 
church, Karl Grinvalszky, has also becn restored, because, the paper says, he re- 
signed in Octcber, 1956, in an atmosphcre which was prejuciced by the coming 
figounter-revolution." 
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The news of the changes had been fcreshadowed on November 29 at a mevting of 
sixty Lutheran pastors called by Mr, Horvath. At the same time a commission was 
named by the government to run the affairs of the Lutheran Church, I+ will be 
headed by Lajos Grenak, who has never held office in the church but has been an 
official in the State Office for Church Affairs. 


Spsaking at a pross conference at the headquarters of the Lutheran Werld 
Federation in Geneva on Deccmber 17, Dr. Carl HE. Lund-Quist, Lt exocutive secre- 
tary, said that no direct word frem Bishep Lajos Ordass had been received about 
the changes in leadership. Bishop Ordass was arrested in 1948, Aftor a period 
of imprisonment and house arrust he was fully rehabilitated in Cctober, 1956, be- 
fere the revolution in Hungary, He was restored to his positicn as hoad of the 
Lutheran Church and attended the Assambly of the LWF in the United States in ny 


August, 1957. There he was elected first vice-president of the Federation. Dr. 4 
Lund-Quist, who returned from a visit to Hungary on Novembcr 22, said that "Bishop we 
Ordass had recognised for some time that a crisis would develcp, but until now it hs 
the state had been willing to negotiate with him." rae

(Johannesburg) - Nearly 400 delegates attended a three-day multi-racial conference 
in Jchannesburg early in December, callid tc lay dewn basic idcas fer a common be 
society in South Africa. Summing up the rosults, the Bishop of Johanncsburg, the har, a 
Rt. ev. Ambrose Reeves, pointed out that probably the ercatest achievemnt of the . f 
conference was that it hai been held at all. Representatives, invited by African 
pestors, included twe Dutch Reformed Church pasters, the president cf the Lietho- 
dist Conference, the Reman Cathclic Archbisheps cf Durban and Cane Town, univer- 
sity professors, lecturers and students, business men and journalists. 


Speaking on relicicn and its responsibility in a multi-racial society, the 
conference recommended that grouns make use of the pulpit, church press and 
schools, classes and meeting "to achieve the ends of moral education in social , 
and racial matters." The conference also urged that "practical applications of 
interracial collaboration be fostered in worship, discussicn, sccial exchanges 
and in charitable and cultural undertakings.,! 


The conference instructed its planning committee to try to raise money to 
publish a report of the meeting and tc prepare for a later conference. 


Held in the Great Hall of the University of the Witwatersrand, conference 
leaders reported that there were ne disturbances of any sort, though policemen ;

US National Council Elects Dahlberg President 


(St. Louis) - The National Council of the Churches of Christ in the USA spoke out 

on race relations, refugees and the sputnik, elected a new president and admitted * 

four new churches during its triennial General Assembly which met from December 1 
Pico Sin ot, Louis, Missouri. : 


Newly~slected president of the council is the Rev. Edwin T. Dahlberg, pastor 
of the Delmar Baptist Church in St. Louis and the first Baptist to head the seven- 
year-old council, Dr. Dahlberg, whe succeeds the Rev. Eugene Carson Blake, a Pres- . 
byterian, is the first NCCC president to be clacted while serving as pastor of a 
local church. 


Four churches were admitted to the seuncil, bringing to thirty-four the num- 
ber of Protestant and Orthodox churches within the council, The new members are 
the Diocese cf the Armenian Church of North America, the Pelish National Catholic 
Church, the Free Magyar Reformed Church and the Serbian Eastern Orthodox Church. 


A ecntroversial proposed amendment to the council constitution which would 
have increased representation of city, state and local councils of churches was 


not presented. Instead, the 800 delegates to the assembly voted to ask the coun- + hae 
cil's new General Board to make a study of the representation of church councils ony “ahs 
and report at the next assembly. sti i‘.

The board cf governors cf Grece Dieu in Pietcrsburg has decided that it can 
no longer continue te run the scheol under the cenditicns demanded by the South 
African government, the Archbishcp said. Two ycars ago the Teachers! Training 
School, a more important unit on th: same site, had to close because under the 
Bantu Education Act only the government was allowed tc train teachers, Temporary 
permission to operate as a private school until the end of 1957 was granted for 
the secendary school. However, school cfficials were told that permancnt registra- 
tion of the school with the Department of Native Affairs would only be possible 
"subject tc such further cenditicns as the Minister may determine." The schocl 
directors said they could not run the scheol under those conditions. 


At the requcst of the Department of Native Affairs the church has agreed to be 
responsible for the schocl during 1958 while negotiations for transfer of the school

from Greece say that some Greek members cf the church oppose the anpointment be- 
cause, they contend, the Cathclicos is under the influence of the Soviet govern- 
ment.

Acccrding tc reports from China, the Russian Jxarchate there ended on May 30 
and became the autonomous Chinese Orthodox Church, 


At the same time, in Moscow, the Chinese Archimandrite Basilius was conse- 
crated Bishop of Pekin by the ilost Reverend the Metropclitan Nikolai of Kirutitsky ; 
and Ccolemna. In handing the new bishop the pontifical sceptre, the metropolitan - 
said: Orthodoxy was breught to China by the Russian Orthodox Church through its 
Spiritual mission. For some time the Chinese Orthodox Church was an Exarchate of 
the Russian Orthodex Church. But from now on the Orthodox Church of China beccmes 
autonomous. In your internal life you will be quite independent." 


The new bishcp was consecrated archimandrite in 1950 by the Patriarch of 
Moscow, Alexius, and named director of the Russian Mission School in China, 
HeP.o., Geneva 


WCC Sending Aid te Pelish Churches 


(Genova) - Additional help from the churches of the world began going inte Eastern 
Hurope this week. The Divisien cf Inter-Church Aid and Sgrvice to Refugees of the 
World Council of Churches has announced that it has started the second phase of a 
programme of help to Polish churches that began seven months ago, 


Since last May more than $30,000 has been sent to the seven dencminations 
represented in the Polish Ecumenical Council. Formal requests tctalling 875,000 
to be used for fifty projects have just been made by the Pelish churches, follow- 
ing visits last month by the Rev. Howard Schemer, inter-church aid secretary in 
Europe, and the Rev. John Metzler, s:cretary for material aid. 


The projects for the member churches of the Ecumenical Counc:1 include fif- 
teen for the Lutheran Church; nine for the Polish National Cathclic Church; six 
for the United Evancelical Church; Mariavites, five; Methodists, five; Baptists, 
four; Reformed, four. In addition, the Pclish Hcumenical Council has requested 
aid to meet office expenscs and tc begin a small library "dedicated to the ecu- 
menical education of pastors ond leading laymen among Poland's divided and isolated 
churches." 


In answer to requests for food and used clothing, WCC cfficials have sent 
$3,000 tc -be used to buy food for the residents of eight church welfare institu- 
tions maintained by the churches. It is «xpected that funds will be transferred 
to the Pelish churchus.

Athens Faculty Appeals to Pope to End Division 


(Athens) - The theclogical faculty of the University of Athens has sent an appeal | 
to the Pope to ask him to find ways of ending Christian division. 


In a message issued following a special macting of the faculty held on Novem- — 


ber 22, the members stress the need for new approaches to the preblem from the side 
of the leading Orthodox churches and the Church of Rome. They ask that theolo-. ’ 
gians from both sides shculd be asked to prepare the way for "a long and sincere 
attempt" tc heal the breach betwecon Hast and West which dates back to the 9th cen- 
tury. . 

The appeal cmphasises that from the point of vicw of Orthedoxy one of the 
ercatcst obstacles preventing reconciliation is the Roman Catholic uniate move- 
moent--the activity of the Church of Rome in Easter Orthedox lands by means of 
Easter rites celebrated by locally resident bishops and priests who owe allegi- 
ance to the Pope. 


Declaring that both churchcs are praying for new approaches, collaboration | 
and future union, the faculty's appeal goes on to say that the «Hastem Catholic 
Orthodox Church considers the uniate movement as "poisoning relations between 
Orthodox Catholics and Reman Vathelics." They ask the Pepe to "remove this great 
obstacle, which prevents the rapprochement of the churches, by ensuring that no 
successor shculd be appointed following the death of the late Uniate Bishop of 
Theodoropclis, George Halavadjisj' who until recently was the leading Keman Catho- — 
lic Uniate bishop in Greece. ; 

The theological faculty says that in making this suggestion it docs not act 
in a spirit of intolerance, but of "true Uhristianity and true Catholicism which 
always inspired the great Popes of Rome, the Fathcrs of the Church and the ecu- 
menical councils." 


The appeal, which is signed by Dean Geras Konidaris and the professors of

The first ecumenical all-Africa confer:nce in history will take place next 
month in Ibadan, Nigeria. The All-Africa Conference, which will be in session from 
January 10-20, has as its purpose helping the Christian Church in Africa to recog- 
nise its mission and responsibility. The theme is "The Church in Changing Africa,"

Meeting just two days after the close of the International Missionary Con- 
ference Assembly in Ghana, the conference will be attended by 200 delegates, more 
than two-thirds of them Africans, from about twenty countries. Alse present will 
be IMC leaders and staff representing ten other nations around the world, African 
ccuntries represented will include Sierra Leone, Liberia, French Cameroons, Bel- 3s 
gian Congo, Ghana, Northern Rhedesia, Angola, Kenya, Uganda, southern Sudan, Mo- 
zambique, Nyasaland, Nigeria and Tanganyika, 


Cenference sessions are planned to centre arcund the questicn, "iwhat is the 
Church?", with delegates divided into five grcups discussing Youth, ilarriage and 
Christian iiducation; the Church and Economic Life; the Church and Pclitics; the 
Church and African Culture; and the Crowing Church, including unity movements, 
stewardship, and the church and the missionary. Evening plenary sessions will 
deal with important work in pregress in various parts of Africa and will include 
a discussion on literature and visual aids. Delegates will also hear reports from 
local churches and on the ecumenical movement. 


Conference sessions will be held in St. Anne's School, a Church Missionary 
eeciety school for girls. Delegates will receive a public welcome on their arrival - 
in Ibadan and be greeted by Sir t'rancis Ibiam, the chairman of the National Chris- 
tian Council and one of the lcaders in setting up the conference. i/anting to be 
hosts in fact as well as name, Nigerian churches are giving free hospitality to 
the entire conference delegation. Qn the second Sunday of the conference, many 
delegates will preach’in Nigerian churches. 


The All-Africa Conference has been inspired by an All-African-Lutheran Con- 
ference held in Marangu, Tanganyika, in 1955. According to Mr. and Mrs. J. Grant, 
former missionaries in the Unicn of South Africa, who were asked to organise the 
All-Africa Conference, delegates tc that meeting were so moved by a "vision for 
the whole of the continent," that the idea for the present conference was developed. 
The conference is not sponsored by the IMC, but it has its backing and Dr. George 
Carpenter of the IMC New York cffice is described as its "moving spirit."
